The Sultan, so it has transpired dur­ 
ing the last few days, is hurriedly 
paying off all his private debts, a duty I

the exact performance *»f which is, in 
accordance with long established tra­ 
dition, held in deep regard by mem­ 
bers of his house as well as by all 
Turks <*f wealth and portion. 
The knowledge of this action on the 
part of the Ottoman ruler has in­ 
creased the serious apprehension felt 
throughout the city with regard to 
his health. 
Anxiety among all sec­ 
tions of the community L indeed, very 
marked. 
His 
majesty's 
forced 
abstention 
from Selamlik on Friday a week ago 
caused 
a 
shock 
of 
consternation 
throughout the city. 
The customary preparations for the 
Selamlik ceremony had been made, 
as they have been on every Friday 
throughout the thirty years of Abdul 
I Hamid's reign. 
It was only at the last moment that 
the announcement was made that the 
central figure in the stately ceremony 
would he absent, and the effect of this 
announcement was prodigious. 
Before long, despite the veil of rigid 
silence that shrouds 
events 
within 
Yiidiz walls, it became known that 
the Sultan had fainted while dressing 
and that he had remained so long un­ 
conscious that those nearest his per­ 
son for a time believed that the worst 
had happened. 
It apparently was felt that all costs 
his majesty must show himself as us­ 
ual Friday, and, though the effort en­ 
tailed must have been severe, he man­ 
aged to drive himself to the mosque 
door. 
He looked frail and obviously 
was suffering.
